— A plan whereby army shoes 
made nnder United States Gov- 
ernnient inspection are afforded 
enlifted men of the organized 
militia at half price, or abont 
$1.50 per pair, already has been 
idopted in Maine, Michigan, 
Pennsylvania, California and 
Iowa Members of the State Mi- 
litia throughout the Union are 
eligible to procure their footgear 
on like advantageous terms. 

Company commanders make 
the purchase direct from author- 
ized manufacturers. The State 
pays 1 1.50 for each pair of shoes 
so issued and the other $1.50 is 
deducted from the man's camp 
pav.
